FUNSTON’S SMALL PARTY 
PRETENDED T0 BE CAPTIVES

MANILA, March 27.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Gen. 
Funston, with the assistance of a number of Macabe- 
bes, has captured Aguinaldo in the country near Casi- 
guran, nine miles 2 on the northeast coast of 
the Island of Luzon. The rebel leader nd his en- 
tire staff are now in Manila. Gen. Funston employed 
a very clever ruse to reach Aguinaldo. His plan 
worked successfully, with the result that the head and 
front of the insurrection is now where he will do no 
more harm to American interests. 
Recent dispatches from Manila told of the de- 
parture of Gen. Funston on what many believed was 
an almost hopeless expedition. The very audacity of 


[Gen. Funston’s plan, however, was such that those

THE PLAN. 

Gen. Funston's plan was that after 
he and his party landed as near as 
possible to the place where Aguinaldo 
was thought to be in hiding, the na- 
tive scouts were to pass themselves off 
as insurgents, who, having captured 
Gen. Funston and other Americans, 
were conveying them to Aguinaldo. 
When the supposed prisoners were 
brought by their alleged captors before 
Aguinaldo, they were to suddenly ap- 
pear in their true character, seize the 
wily Filipino and make their way back 
to the coast, where the gunboat Vicks- 
burg, which had conveyed the party, 
was to awalt their return. i 

It will readily be seen that the ad- 
venture was a desperate one, as 
treachery was always possible, and 
Gen. Funston had no absolute means 
of knowing how many men Aguitnaldo 
had with him. It was possible that he 
would have enough to overwhelm the 
Americans and their native allies, but 
this did not deter them for an Instant. 
They accepted the risk, with the result 
that Aguinaldo is now safe in the 
hands of the American military 
authorities in Manila. 

The province of Isabella, where the 
capture of Aguinald> occurred, is on 
the Island of Luzon, about 200 miles 
northeast of Manila, and about seven- 
ty-five miles north of Baler, on the 
eastern coast, which plece was made 
memorable by the capture of Lieut. 


Gilmore and his party from the Fun- 


boat Yorktown in April, 1899. Isabella 
province fs wild and mountainous, es- 
pecially along the coast, where the 
high range known as the Grand 
Cordilleras Oriente, extends for a few 
-hundred miles or more from north to 
south, the highest points of the renge 
being but a few miles from the shore. 

Rugged trails, in some places being 
but a foot or two in width, lead across 
the mountains, frequently crossed by 
rushing streams, and where these over. 
flow their banks the trails are waist 
‘deep in mud. It was to this uninvit- 
Ing district that Gen. Funston and his 
emall band went a short time ego. It 
was a part of the island that had never 
before been visited by American 
troops. 

Gen. Funston's plans, as outlined in 
a dispatch from Manila to the Asso- 
ciated Press, a few days eco, were to 
make the trip over the Isabella Moun- 
tains, to Aguinaldo’s hiding place, ac- 
companied by Surg. Mal. Harris, 
Capt. Newton of the Thirty-fourth In- 
fantry, Lieut. Admire the Twenty- 
second Infantry, Lieut. Mitchell of the 
Fortieth Infantiy, Bix veteran scouts 
and a company of native scouts, all 
picked men. They were to be landed 


„ by the gunbcat Vicksburg on a remote 


beach north of Baler, and were to pro- 
ceed overiand, guided by a former offi- 
cer of Aguinaldo, who had betrayed to 
Funston the Filipino leaders abode. 

To deceive the enemy, it was ar- 
ranged that Aguinaldo’s representa- 
tive, who had given the information 
to the Americans, should lead the 
native scouts, they to assume the 
character of insurgents still loyal to 
the rebel cause. They were to make 
it appear that they had captured 
Gen. Funston and other American of- 
ficers of high rank, and were taking 
them into the camp of the insurgent 
chief to be delivered as prisoners of 
war. 

Then was to come the daring part 
of the plan. The pretended prisoners 
were to throw aside their assumed 
character and metamorphose them- 
selves from prisoners ‘to captors: 
seize Aguinaldo; beat down any op- 
position that might show itself, and 
hold their prisoners, no matter how 
great the peril or how great the forces 
of the enemy. 

To carry out the programme re- 
quired a long march into the interior 
and a never-ceasing caution to guard 
against treachery. The troops in New 
Viscaya and New Ecija, and the gun- 
boats Vicksburg and Albany wee 
ordered to codperate with the cap- 
turing party. 

The news of Aguinaldo’s capture 
indicates clearly that the plans of 
Gen. Funston were carried out suc- 
cessfully.

ASHINGTON, March 27.—(Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Russia is play- 
ing an extremely foxy game re- 

garding Manchuria, but the officials 
of the State Department hardly be- 
lieve that it will result in anything 
serious. Some days ago the United 
States handed the Russian government 
a written protest against the Man- 
churian convention with China, and at 
the same time made written inquiries 
regarding Russia's intentions toward 
that territory, making especial in- 


quiry whether Russia intended to hold 


Manchuria permanently. 

Russia has replied to the State De- 
partment, but did not answer the in- 
quiries. She replied verbally by say- 
ing she has no intention whatever of 
holding Manchuria longer than it will 
take to restore order in China, and as 
soon as order has been restored, will 
commence evacuating the territory. 
She absolutely disclaims any aggres- 
sive intention toward China, and de- 
clares, that she merely seeks preser- 
vation of her own and other foreign 
interests in the territory over which 
she naw exercises control. 

The State Department does not re- 
gard Russia as being a very great dis- 
turbine factor in the Chinese situs- 
tion, because her attitude toward 
China is merely for the purpose of di- 
verting attention from her home trou- 
bles. It is not believed here that Rus- 
sia would dare go to war with any 
power with her present troubles at 
home. If she can keep attention di- 
verted from her home troubles by 
making noise outside she may avert 
a revolution.

XRT OF AN AGENT.

HISTORY OF VENEZUELA BOUNDARY 
DISPUTE EXPLAINED. 


—_* 


Ex-President Tells of the Vagueness 
of the Lines Between the Possessions 
of Empire and Republic, and Details 
Subsequent Negotiations. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.!} 

PRINCETON (N. J..) March 27.—Ex- 
President Cleveland delivered the first 
of two lectures on “The Venezuela 
Boundary Dispute” before the students 
and friends of Princeton University to- 
night. As Cleveland rose to begin his 
lecture he was greeted with three 
cheers from the student body. He was 
strongly applauded several times while 
delivering the lecture. 

Cleveland, at the outset, spoke of the 
vagueness on the subject of boundary 
lines in the establishment both of the 
Venezuelan republic and of British 
Guiana. He said that from the first 
there was evident need of “extraneous 
assistance” before bounds so loosely 
named could be exactly fixed. He then 
referred to the initiation of the dis- 
pute in 1841 between the Venezuelan 
Minister of Great - Britain and Lord 
Aberdeen, chief Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs. 

The making of the Schomburg sur- 
vey and its bearing upon the dispute 
were fully explained. 

The lecturer, quoting constantly from 
documents, showed the repeated ap- 
peals of Venezuela to Great Britain in 
favor of settling the question. by arbi- 
tration on the whole subject, declar- 
ing that their Constitution prevented 
them from making grants of territory 
except by a process, the result of arbi- 
tration. Meantime England constantly 
refused arbitration on the general sub- 
ject, declaring that it feared the Vene- 
zuelan Constitution would still be used 
as a pretext for disobedience to an 
award. 

Great Britain also objected to the ar- 
bitration requested by Venezuela, fear- 
ing that an award might be made in 
favor of the Venezuelan claim, in 
which case an important territory. 
which has for a long period been in- 
habited and occupied by Her Majesty's 
subjects and treated as part of the 
colony of British Guiana, would be 
severed from the Queen's domains.” 

On this Cleveland said: “England 
alone had treated it as part of British 
Guiana; her immense power had en- 
abled her to do this, and her own 
decrees seemed to promise greater ad- 
vantages as againet her weak adver- 
sary, than arbitration cauld possibly 
assure.” 

The British government at one time 
offered a plan of arbitration which dia 
not cover the entire disputed territory 
but never consented to arbitration 
such as proposed by Venezuela, and 
which would include the entire terri- 
tory in dispute.

HIS CAREER KNOWS MANY AN EX- 
CITING INCIDENT. 


Nearly on a Perilous Trip 
Alone Down the Yukon—Shot in the 
Lungs and Crushed by His Horse 
While a Cuban Leader. : 


— — 


Brig.-Gen. Frederick Fudeton, 
whose daring scheme for the capture of 
Aguinaldo has just been crowned with 
success, has figured in many an ex- 
citing adventure, not alone upon the 
field of battle, but In other fields. While 
connected with the Agricultural De- 
partment, he was twice sent for botant- 
eal research to Alaska. In the latter 
expedition, after his companions had 
aided him in building a canoe, he made 
alone a perilous trip of 1500 miles 
down the Yukon River. Nearing the 
end of hie journey, the boat capsized, 
and he struggled for life in the ſoy 
water. He succeeded in saving him- 
self, only to be threatened with death 
and starvation, but fortunately he 
came across a missionary outpost. As 
it was, he nearly died of pneumonia, 
and declered he would never again 
take part in any dangerous undertak- 
ing. 

His adventurous spirit, however, led 
him to Cuba. There he enlisted in the 
fneurgent army, and. served under 
Gens. Gomez and Garcta for eighteen 
months, and soon became commander 
of Cuban artillery. In leading a cav- 
alry charge, he was wounded in both 
lungs. His horse, being shot. fell upon 
him, crushing his right leg. In endeav- 
oring to craw! to the Cubans, a party 
of Spaniards captured him, but his 
ready wit served him in good turn. 
Immediately he told them he was an 
American, end had joined the Cuban 
army, but had all he wanted of it, and 
had come over to the Spaniards. Be- 
Heving Funston’s story, they allowed 
‘him to leave the Island. 

On reaching the United States, owing 
to his wounded condition, he was 
obliged to go to a hospital, where he 
remained for some time. When the 
nostilities with Spain broke out he of- 
fered his services, end was commis- 
sioned as colonel of the Twentieth Kan- 
sas Regiment. While the regiment 
was at San Francisco, previous to de- 
parting for Maniia, the doughty colonel 
surrendered for the first time, but this 
time it was to Cupid. His beautiful 
bride accompanied him to Manila, 
where he soon distinguished himself by 
his courage and dash. 

On the march to Malolos, his gal- 
lantry in crossing the Rio Grande 
River in the face of a galling fire from 
the rebel trenches won for him the ap- 
proval of his superior officers, and 
eventually the rank of brigadier-gen- 
eral, and made his name famous in 
the annals of the Philippine campaign.

AFTER SEVENTY YEARS.

Bones Found Chained to An Iron Post 
in a Pit Beneath His House—Murderer 
Returms to Guard His Secret After 
Half a Century.

_@ seventy-year-old murder was brought 
to light today when a laborer fell into 
a pit under a dilapidated little house 
he was helping to tear down. From an 
iron post in the center of the pit dan- 
gled a heavy chain with a pair of hand- 


were human bones. Neighbors 
they are the bones of Mrs. Perry Bor- 
den, who was chained there by her hus- 
bend in a fit of jealous rage and left 
to meet a horrible death in the cellar 
dungeon. The pit in the cellar is eight 
feet deep and walled up with stones. 
The top was covered with rotting 
planks and earth. 

In 1831 a young Frenchman named 
Perry Borden brought his pretty bride 
to Poultney and lived in the house 
with the pit. Mrs. Borden's beauty 
and wit brought her too many admir- 
ers to suit her flery-tempered husband, 
who soon became wildly jealous. Near 
the house by a bridge was a tavern 
that Mrs. Bordén was wont to visit 
whenever her husband was out of the 


the high-spirited @oung wife would not 
be dictated to. and continued her visits. 

One night in November, 1831, she was 
at the tavern when Borden came and 
led her away in the night after a bit- 
ter scene. That was the last ever seen 
of the pretty French girl. Borden ex- 
plained in a day or two that his wife 
had left him and gone to her home 
in Canada. He lived on in the house 
for nearly a year with, as is now 
proved, his dead wife chained to a 
post in the pit below him. Then Bor- 
den disappeared. 

Fifty years rolled by, when a broken- 
down, mentally-shattered, decrepit. old 
man came to Poultney. It was Borden. 
That was in 1882. He had been a sailor 
and wandered around the globe for the 
preceding, half century. in the little 
old house by the bridge, nearly fallen 
in ruins, he went to live again with 
his awful secret and the skeleton of 
his wife chained in the pit below. 

Borden was absolutely destitute, but 
neighbors supplied his wants until one 
day he gave way under the strain and 
became so ill that they removed him,

ZION IN PALESTINE. 


DR. DE BLOWITZ HERE TO PROMOTE 
A GREAT MOVEMENT.

nalist Spreading Zionist Propaganda 


in This City—Suitan Willing to Sell 
the Holy Land to the Jews. ! 


Dr. Leopold de Blowitz, brother of M. 
De Blowitz, the celebrated Paris cor- 
respondent of the London Times, is in 
Los Angeles for a brief visit. Dr. De 
Blowitz ie not here out of idle curios- 
ity or in the mere capacity of a tour- 
ist. He is here on a great mission, of 
interest not only to the. Jewish race, 
but to all Christendom and other re- 
ligious domains and governments of 
the world. 

Dr. De Blowitz's mission ig to spread 
the propaganda for the restoration of 
Palestine to the Jews. This is no mere 
chimerical scheme, but a great move- 
ment backed by many of the most 
learned, wealthy and infſuentim Jews 
in the world. It is not proposed to re- 
take Palestine by conquest or by slow 
process of colonization, but by pur- 
chase from the Ottoman government 
outright. 

The Zionist movement has been in 
progress. since 1894, and is making 
steady headway. Already £100,000,000 
(nearly $500,000,000) has been raised, 
says Dr De Blowitz, to redeem the 
Holy Land from the dominion of the 
Turk. The Sultan is said to be quite 
willing to sell, provided he can get his 
price (several hundred million pounds 
sterling.) and other jealous sovern- 
ments, like Ruseia and possibly Great 
Britain and ofhers, do not interfere. 
The immense sum required is being 
raised by monthly contributions of 10 
cents each by as many Jews as desire 
to see the land of promise restored to 
the children of Israel. 

Dr. De Blowitz is organizing the 
Jews throughout Great Britain, Can- 
ada, the United States and Mexico to 
assist in this great work. The object is 
not to acquire Palestine for the Jews 
who inhabit the United States, Eng- 
land and other enlightened couhtries 
where the Jews enjoy civil and relig- 
ious liberty in common with the rest 
of the. inhabitants. The American 
Jews, at least, are satisfied to remain 
where they are, and even were Zion 
to be restored in all its pristine glory, 
the majority of Jews in this country

He has personally interviewed the dul 
tan and found him willing to part with 
Palestine for a quid pro que in the 
shape of hard cash of dimensions com- 
mensurate with the Sultane needs, 
Assisting Dr. Herzl in the work of or 
ganizing the Jews of the world te 
make up this great ransom fund 
Max Nordau of Berlin, Zadak K 
chief rabbi of France: Dr. Adler 
London, chief rabbi of Great Britain: 
Dr. Gaster of London, chief rabbi 
the Portuguese Jews in London, 
many others of the foremost men is 
Israel. 

Dr. De Blowitz, like his celebrated 
brother, is a native of Holland, but of 
Polish descent. He is a good many 
years the junior of the famous jour- 
nalist. He is a physician by profes- 
sior, but for the last few years has 
been devoting all his time to the Zion- 
ist cause, He has been traveling and 
lecturing in this country for the last 
two years, and after concluding his 
work in Los Angeles will proceed te 
Mexico to interest the Jewish residents 
of that republic in the Zionist move 
ment.

That he will abandon 
his scheme of territorial acquisition in 
Northern China is even less probable. 
Diplomacy is a cheaper expedient than 
War. and it is often much more effect- 
ive. Russia will doubtless continue. 
her policy of steady preesure upon the 
Chinese boundaries, disavowing any 
sinister motives, yielding a point in 
Giplomacy when forced to do 80, or 
when it is policy to do so, keeping 
steadily in view the eventual acquisi- 
tion of the coveted territory, but care- 
fully refraining from any act which 
would constitute a real casus belli. The 
plan is, apparently, to wear out China 
and the powers, and to secure by strat- 
egy that which could otherwise be se 
eured only by paying for it with blood- 
shed. 


Russia ie the least prepared for war 
of any European nation. She is heav- 
fly in debt, and a great war would 
plunge her into bankruptcy, while it 
would greatly retard the industrial 
progress which she i¢ making. For 
these and other potent reasons, Rus- 
las schemes of territorial aggression 
in China will probably not be carried 
so far as to cause a rupture of the 
peace.

It is gratifying to note that some

EALTH OF THE WEST. 

Writing in the Engineering Mag- 
azine for March, on “The Wealth of 
Western North America,” David B. 
Bogle declares that “it is beyond the 
limit of any merely human descriptive 
powers to do justice to the timber 
wealth of the Pacific Coast.” Careful 
calculations as to the timber supply of 
British Columbia alone indicate that 
“at the present rate of consumption it 
would take 700 years to exhaust the 
more available supplies of timber.” 
This is in effect equivalent to saying 
that the timber supply of British Co- 
lumbia is inexhaustible at the present 
rate of consumption, for forests will 
renew themselves under the operation 
of natural laws oftener than once in 
every 700 years. 

The cry is often raised that the tim- 
ber supply of the country ie being used 
up so rapidly that in a few years, com- 
paratively, it will be exhausted. If Mr. 
Bogle’s calculations are correct, this 
fear is not well founded. It is quite 
true that the destruction of forests, by 
fire and by wanton waste, has brought 
serious injury to some of the more 
populous sections of the United States, 
through the decrease of rainfall and 
the modification of climatic conditions. 
But this is a question quite distinct 
from that of the adequacy of the total 
supply of timber. “It is not too much 
to say,” declares Mr. Bogle, “that for 
all trade and commerce into which 
wood and the products of wood enter, 
and for all manufactures In which 
wood and the products of wood are 
consumed, the Pacific Coast possesses 
resources incalculably greater than any 
other portion of the globe, civilized or 
uncivilized.” 

Coming to the consideration of prod- 
ucts of the mine, Mr. Bogle points out 
the fact that the Pacific Coast pro- 


duces a large p of the world's 
annual supply gold, silver, copper 
and 1 “Tt is, besides,” he adds, 


“infinftely rich in fron, coal and pe- 
troleum, of which ite stores are hardly 
yet comprehended, much less utilized. 
And what is known of all its mineral 
resources is as nothing in comparison 
with what is not known.” 

It is a good thing for the country as 
well as for the Pacifid Coast, that the 
vast resources of this great empire of 
the West are beginning to be better 
understood and appreciated. The eyes 
of the world are now turned in our di- 
rection, -and there is every indication 
that we are at the threshold of a new 
development, which is to make all the 
achievements of the past, great as they 
have been, seem insignificant by com- 
parison. 


AD DOINGS IN CHICAGO. 

The city of Chicago, which expects 
some day to become the biggest city of 
the world, has achieved a somewhat 
unenviable netoriety as the headquar- 
ters for all sorts of undesirable people 
and unpleasant movements. Chicago 
claims to be an intensely American 
city. In some respects it is, but in oth- 
ers it most decidedly is not—that fg to 
say, not American in the highest and 
best acceptation of the term. If a re- 
markable ability to rapidly gather to- 
gether vast amounts of money, and to 
construct immense buildings and make 
other material improvements is under- 
stood to embrace all that we imply by 
the word American, then, of course, 
Chicago may properly and proudly 
claim to be at the top of the heap, but 
many of us who are somewhat con- 
servative and old-fashioned in our 
ideas still hesitate to concede that the 
almighty dollar ie the beginning and 
end of everything, or that the sun rises 
and sets over the stock exchange. 
Chicago is, to a great extent, socially 
what New York is politically, a warn- 
ing buoy to the sociological mariner, 
pointing out dangerous shoals upon 
which nations have ere this met with 
shipwreck. 

One of the latest exhibitions of an 
un-American spirit of rowdyisem and 
lawleseness which has become appar- 
ent in Chicago is an outbreak of per- 
secution directed against the Jews. A 
dispatch from Chicago states that for 
some time past a dozen men, on an av- 
erage, have been assaulted in that city 
every day, for no other reason than 
that they are Jews, while several 
death have resulted from these as- 
saults. So flagrant has the evil becony 
that an indignation meeting of Jewish 
citizens was recently held, at which 
speakers declared that the police make 
little effort to protect Jews from the 
attacks of hoodlums, in several in- 
stances looking on unconcerned when 
such attacks were being made, and re- 
fusing to interfere. The meeting re- 
sulted in the formation of a protective 


league, to demand that the police pro- 


tect the Jews. 

This is a condition of affairs of 
which respectable citizens of Chicago 
should certainly feel ashamed. It isa

ADVANCE 
GREAT WHITE CZAR.

O THE careful student of conti- 

nental politics, the spectacle of 

Russia and England “daring” each 
other on either side of an insignificant 
railroad siding in China must be one of 
deep interest. For, unlike the public 
in general that feeds on news in a from 
hand-to-mouth manner, having no 
time to analyze, nor inclination to de- 
duce, he does not easily jump to con- 
clusions, but reads between the lives. 
He does not allow the news of the 
Bull's stubborn resistance to the Bear's 
antics to frighten him into the belief 
that the civilized world is again to be 
thrown into spasms over a war of ex- 
termination, the bioodier because both 
sides have mastered the art of whole- 
sale killing to perfection. The 
of reckless plunging into war on the 
slightest provocation is happily but a 
matter of history. Great powers, like 
individual men, are more careful now- 
adays th giving the other fellow a 
chance to tread on their toes, knowing 
full well that even victory doesn't al- 
ways justify the costs. And then the 
ancient axiom, To the victor belongs 
the spoils,” is just a little shy on be- 
ing true. The power that says noth- 
ing, but saws wood while the scrap is 
on, may have a good deal to say when 
the ple-division sets in. No one knows 
this better than Russia. The lessens 
England had taught her had been en- 
graved too deeply to be ly forgot- 
ten. There is no doubt in my mind 
that eventually Russia must and wil) 
fight Great Britain. She has been pre- 
paring for this ever since the last can- 
non closed its fire-spitting mouth at 
Sebastopol; ever since Disraeli won by 
sheer force of brain what the Cossack 
got by his brawn. But this great 
struggle for supremacy, when it finally 
comes, will not be the result of a minor 
dispute over a concession which per se 
is of no vita! importance, and yet may 
lead to far-reaching ends. It will 
rather be the logical sequence, the 
natural climax to a chain of greater 
events that make history. The bulld- 
ing of the Trans-Siberian Railway line, 
the fortifications of Port Arthur, the 
intrigues at Korea, are all steps in the 
same direction. It will not be merely a 
political war. In other words, it will 
not be inspired by impulses governing 
certain men, or sets of men, with a 
power to shape the destinies of either 
country. It will be made inevitable by 


Celestial empire, the 
Cars was a sleeping dragon that knew 
not his own strength. Ages of Tartar 
rule lay like a dead weight upon 

shoulders. His hands and feet were 
tied. He had all he could do to look 
to his own fences. But here the simile 
ends. The Tartar may still betray 


himeelfin the Slav after some scratch-_ 


but it will be a Tartar made 
doubly dangerous by his 
polish. The Russian dragon 
longer asleep. There was a time 
when his importance was pooh- 
poohed. It is more than felt now. 
As a nation of diplomats it stande su- 
preme, if not by reason of their spon- 
brilliant coups, then by their 
dog-like clinging to the plan once 
mapped out, by their foresight and 
way of taking the future by the fore- 
lock. So long as Ruesia remained an 
agricultural country only, its industrial 
influence was neither felt nor feared. 


But this could not exist forever. Enor- | 


mously rich, with labor for the asking, 
with a form of government that makes 
labor combinations treason, Russia is 
still a tiny babe, scarcely able to 
crawl, In comparison with other con- 
tinental powers in matters industrial. 
But some babes are growing faster 
than others. Thie one thrives remark- 
ably well. Already the export trade of 
Russia is something Europe must 
reckon with. With unlimited natural 
resources, with a firm grasp on all 
avenues of commerce, with every con- 
dition in its favor, it is bound to ex- 
pand. But where shall the overfio 
go? Certainly not to Burope. It wou 
be idle for Russia to dream of compet- 
ing with Germany and England when 
the latter have their hands full trying 
to keep Uncle Sam ata respectable 
distance. America, Australia, Africa 
are beyond her reach. But Asia is not. 
The conquest of Asia, complete, abso- 
lute, had ever been the den dream 
of the Cars from the moment it 
dawned upon the minds of their 
“great men and wise” that the frozen 
vastness annexed by the Cossack out- 
law Yermak—the first conqueror of Si. 
berla—carried with it far greater pos- 
sibilities than their wildest imagination 
could have pictured. From a mere 
penal colony—a sort of national ice 
box, wherein political hot-heads were 
deposited (not too tenderly) to “cool 
off.” Siberia grew and expanded until 
the largest part of all the grain Russia 
produces today comes from her broad 
steppes. It is no more a wilderness, 
where in olden day none but escaped 
convicts roamed through its virgin 
Taiga, followed by wolves and bears. 
There are towns without number in 
which telephones and telegraphs rub 
wires with electrical connections, 
where the latest Parisian poem“ in 
laces and ruffies is a “popular song.” I 
should have Spoken of educational fa- 
cilities, but for the fact that this is 
her point: what she lacks in 
books she makes up in vodka. But 
thie te another story. 

Siberia can no longer lay claim to 
the prefix “darkest.” Where it ts set- 
tled it fe as much a part of civilization 
as most Internal districts of Furopean 
Russ a Tt is the threshold Into a vast 
area of land, supporting millions of 
people ready to be taken into the fo'd 
and given an opportunity to love the 
White Czar. Incidentally these people 
are wanted to help the White Czar to 
create new martes for the indvetrial 
surplus that must bud an outlet. There 
is a vast number of these tribes, and 
not all yield to the same mode of p. 
suasion. Some are best hroucht round 
by a generous supply of vodka and 
similar inducements, others need a 
stronger stimulus. The Muscovite dip- 
lomatic agents are equa! to all occa- 
sions. The main thine te the end in 
view. British occupation of territory 
ie characterized bv tte adhesion to this 
schedule: First comes the mfssionary 
with the Ribes, next the agent, and 
lastly to “cinch” matters, the man-of- 
war. Russia omits the first. For the 
Soul of the heathen she hankers not. 
Thies savee her enormous outlays tn 
men and money. This; ie the reason 
more welcome 


at the courts of Aatet Khans and 
Kings than their Brit! rivals. This 
allows them to mine and counter-mine 


unmolested. Thus it is im China. 
While the miasionaries ent by Fnelish- 
speaking nations were busy getting tn 
or getting out of trouble. Ruesian 
agents paved the way far the conquest 
of Manchuria—a b'ood matter-of- 
fact procedure. The t optimistic 
observer. ase well as the most 
rabid Rueeo-phobes, cannot but admit 
that Manchuria is no loner a factor in 
the settlement of the Chinese question. 
The Chinese revolt merely precipitated 
matters. F not the Boxers plaved 
Ruesia’s han, the game would have 
been won just the same. It might have 


| 


taken a little longer, or cost a little 
more, that's all. s it is, it would be 
Idle to suppose that Russia wil stop 
here. She cannot stem the progress of 
her national development. She must 
find markets for her exports. By fair 
means or foul, Asia must, slice after 
slice, become part of the vast Russian 
empire. 

Until Port Arthur was ceded, until 
the Siberian Railroad was planned and 
built, the realization of this dream 
looked ages too far away. With her 
own ports frozen nine months of ev- 
ery twelve, with travel slow and un- 
certain, no army of importance could 
be massed in time to do any good. Now 
Siberia and China can be flooded with 
Cossacks in less than six weeks. The 
cost of foraging and feeding the army 
is slight. For years the granaries of 
Tomek, Tobolsk and the whole of 
Trans-Baikal have bien for 
just such emergencies. It is the gouth- 
west of China now, not because this 
is the climax of her ambitions, but be- 
cause it makes other plans le. 
It will be Korea next, then Khiva, 
Bokhara and Af n. 
of course, may be expected to resist it, 
but it is doubtful if she can gain any- 
thing by fighting Russia over a siding 
in China or the dismissal of her agent 
in Korea. At the best, she will only 
retard Rusia’s progress. 

The question remains: Will civiliga- 
tion gain or lose by Russia's su- 
premacy in Asia? My anewer is in 
favor of the first. I do not mean to 
assert that the influence of England— 
a country known for its free institu- 
tions and liberal form of government 
is not preferable to the rule of the 
(mars minions, with their corruption 
and atrocious crushing of opposing 
spirits. But, as I said. this rule of 
Asia by the Czar is a foregone con- 
clusion. There is nothing to stop it, 
war will not doit. Russia cannot per- 
mit any other power to share her in- 
fluence in the coveted area. The sooner 
she annexes these provinces and en- 
dows them with the little of civiliza- 
tion that she has herself, the sooner 
the numerous peoples will reap the 
benefit of its touch, if ever so slight.

Fame of New York Prison Proves « 
Blight to the Town—Governor Signs 


Bill Changing the Name. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED’ PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, March 27.—The name 
| Sing Sing, so far as the village proper 
is concerned, is no more. Gov. Odell 
last night signed the bill changing 


the name from Sing Sing to Ossining. 
The name Sing Sing ho 1 become synon- 


ymous with prison and the outside 
world looked upon the village as merely 


a penal colony.

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Gegenerative diseases of the nervous 
system who are collected together in 
hospitals for chronic nervous maladies, 
like the wards for nervous diseases of 
the Philadeiphia hospital, or the world- 
famous wards of the Salpetriére of 
Paris, live on for many years after the 
full development of their diseases, 
largely beeause their lives are spent 
removed from care, from the necessity 
of making a living, and under what is 
for them good diet and hygiene. I know 
of patients suffering from diabetes who 
have made more than one fortune after 
they have been doomed to die by foot- 
in-the-gtave doctors, and after they 
have been refused short-endowment 
policies in careful life-insurance com- 
panies; but they have been able to do 
this not alone by the diet and med- 
for them, but by learn- 
ing dest to live under the limita- 
tions imposed by their maladies.

HOW PATIENTS LOSE THEIR 
CHANCES. 

One great trouble with patients suf- 
fering from such chronic diseases is 
that they live in an atmosphere of un- 
rest as regards treatment: they are 
not willing to leave either themselves 
or their disease alone. They must al- 
ways be up and doing, in many cases 
the truth beink that the more they do 
the more rapidly they decline. They 
go from place to place; they grasp at 
every straw of reitet offered by the 
wise, the ignorant, or the unscrupulous, 
and thereby sometimes lose the few 
chances that are left to them. They 
should not say to the doctor, “Can you 
cure me?” but, “What can you do to 
relieve my sufferings, improve my 
health and prolong my life?“ It is not 
necessary for such patients always to 
give up the work in which they are en- 
gaged, but it is always necessary that 
they do this work under the require- 
ments of the new situation. How and 
when to rest are for them always 
among the most important things to 
learn, I have known not a few such 
patients to be hastened to their graves 
by trying methods of treatment which 
involve exercise of an unsuitable or 
even violent character. Exercise has a 
great place even in the treatment of 
some organic diseases, but improperly 
directed it may add to the ills of the 
patient, and hasten processes of decay 
and degeneration. Some well-adver- 
tised aposties of exercise travel from 
city to city and gather in the weak, 
the halt, and the Cepres:ed, and preach- 
ing a sermon which is applicable to a 
few, allure the many into a routine of 
therapeutic overwork which can only 
prove disastrous. 


AVOID UNREST; GET PROPER 
REST. 


The problems included under a dis- 
cussion of rest the conserver of 
health and prolonger of life may be 
presented from two practical stand- 
points; first, the avoidance of habits 
of unrest, and, second, the best method 
of obtaining the rest that is required. 
Much space need not be taken up with 
a consideration of the first of these 
heads. Not a few of those who suffer 
from nervous or other breakdown do 
so because their lives and work are 
full of unrest. Of two business men 
who have equal amounts of work to 
do, and are practically equal in phys- 
ical strength and mental capacity, one 
goes about his task with a system and 
steadiness that do not wear either upon 
himself or those with. whom he comes 
in contact, the other with such rest- 
lessness and unnecessary output as to 
keep himself in a half-exhausted state 
and those around him disturbed and 
disquieted. Perhaps his unrest is 
shown in the unnecessary steps which 
he takes or the unnecessary rapidity 
with which he takes them; in talking 
too long or too excitedly; in driving 
when leading would do better—in brief, 
in expending more energy than is nec- 
essary even for the full accomplish- 
ment of the work in hand. The feel- 
ings of those compelled by fate to keep 
company with these useful but irritat- 
ing mortals are best expressed by the 
slang expression, “Give us a rest;” but 
as a rule they never either rest them- 
selves nor let any one about them rest. 
One set of men do their work th 
smoothness and with only that loss of 
vitality which is easily repaired by 
their daily income of food and sleep, 
the other is always giving out more 
than can be thus supplied. One saves 
his forces at the same time that he 
uses them, the other is wasting much 
that he might easily save. One physi- 
clan is worn out before his hours of 
work have half expired; the other goes 
evenly and quietly through the hard 
day's work. The work that nags and 
— one man scarcely ruffles the 
other. 


COMBINING REST WITH WORK. 

Much of this is due to the fact that 
many. perhaps most, men have not 
learned to conserve their forces while 
at work; to combine rest with work, 
or at least work without unnecessary 
restlessness. Often much could be done 
to prevent breakdown by simply seiz- 
ing the little opportunities which either 
offer or can be made, to rest body and 
mind, either while at labor or during 
the intervals which come in 80 many 
forms of labor. Men stand or move 
about at their work, when they could 
just as readily sit. Sometimes both 
men and women are forced by the rules 
of an establishment to waste their en- 
ergies standing and walking when they 
might be saved by giving opportun!i- 
ties to rest when standing and walking 
are not required by the exigencies of 
business. Stools without backs and 
desks of improper shape or size some- 
times add to the labor. and prevent 
rest, which even during labor might be 
easily had. * 

In the foolish haste which governs so 
many. even the quickly-eaten meal of 
the business man is not taken with the 
quiet and rest which could be ob- 
tained. He sits on a high and un- 
backed stool at a counter, with an 
empty chair and table within reach, 
apparently fearful lest he may be 
tempted by a little more comfort to 
prolong the time snatched from his 
business. 

BANISH THE SPIRIT OF UNREST. 


Much of the work that is done tn this 


struggling world must be done in haste 


and with energy, or the results wished 
for wilf not be obtained; but while this 
is true, it is also true that often more 
haste is taken and more energy ex- 
pended than is called for by necessity. 
The spirit of unrest dominates too 
much. 

How is rest to be secured? This ques- 
tion cannot be answered by merely gen- 
eral statements. The individual must 
be studied even More than the disease. 
The rest which is one man’s meat may 
be another's poison.

The company’s proposition is to fur- 
nish the city with 300 horse power with. 
in twelve months; after two years, 400 
horse power, and after four years, 500 
horse power. The city is using about 
600 horse power, half of which is fur- 
nished by the Rediands Company, 
whose contract will not expire for 
eight years. The | service 
has in many instances proved insuffi- 
clent and unsatisfactory. The city 
was compelled to build a steam plant, 
recently completed, for power pur- 
poses to insure abundance of 
power at times. But 
thus generated is expensive, hence 


the new contract. The West 
Riverside company agrees to build a 
canal to 4000 inches of water to
